DEADLY TOLL OF OCEAN 
ON NEW ENGLAND. COAST 


March 31.—One hundred and 
twenty-one persons perished by ship- 
wreck and eight-five vessels met with 
disaster off the New England coast, or 
while engaged in the New England, 
Canadian or New Foundland § trade, 
during the fall and winter season of 
1911-1912. Of the eighty-five vessels 
cast ashore, sunk, burned or involved 
in other mishaps, seven were steamers, 
two full-rigged ships, two barks, three 
brigs, sixty-four schooners and seven 
barges. The financial) loss is estimated 
at more than $1,000,000. 

Heavy storms and gales that 
the Atlantic during November. caused 
the death of thirty-eight sailors and 
brought disaster to thirty-six vessels. 
The worst wreck was that of the Nor- 
wegian full-rigged ship Antigua Chris- 
tiania, which was driven on the rocks 
during the night of November 16, with 
a loss of fifteen lives. 

The tank steamer Chesapeake, New 
York for Tangier, was burned in mid- 
ocean on December 15. The second offi- 
cer and thirty-two Chinese sailors dis- 
appeared after taking to one of her 
small boats. 

Among the large schooners which 
were destroyed during the _ winter 
were the Samuel J. Goucher, of Boston;

DIARRHOEA OF COW. 

R. H. H., Leaf, Ga.—Please answer 
the following question through the 
columns of the Tri-Weekly Constitu- 
tion: I have a cow that has the scours, 
She seems to be worse when fed coat- 
ton seed meal cr ground feed. What 
can I do for her? 

Answer—Obviously the cotton seed 
meal should be “cut out" from the 
cOw’s feed if it appears to aggravate 
the disease. Give a mild purgative, say 
a pint or pint and a half of castor oil 
or raw linseed oil. When the secre- 
tions of the bowels ampear to be irri- 
tating shake up an ounce of carbonate 
of magnesia and one-half ounce of 
laudanum in a quart of flaxseed tea 
and give to the animal three times a 
day. Be careful, to give only pure 
water and leave off the evtton seed 
meal entirely for a time and substi- 
tute oats and middlings or shorts. Be 
sure the hay is sweet and good—not 
in the least musty. Usually diarrhoea 
is the result of bad food or water.
